Counselor,  Edutator  Dies

A distinguished  educator,  counselor  and 
BYU  emeritus,  Prof.  Boyle  died  at  the  age  of 
90  last  week.

College  newspaper,  the  Viking 
Scroll,  the  plans- for  their 'new 
“Hyrum  M a n w a ring  Student 
Center”  are  presently  being  ap- 
proved by  the  Church  Building 
Committee.  After  final  concent  is 
given,  blue  prints  will  be  avail- 
able and  distributed  among  sever- 
al contractors.  The  builders  will 
be  allowed  30  days  to  study  the 
plans  carefully  and  then  they 
may  submit  their  bids. 

THE  THREE  LEVEL  edifice 
will  have  the  eapacity  to  hold 
six  college  wards  as  well  as  to 
supply  facilities  for  recreational 
and  academic  purposes. 

The  ground  floor  will  consist 
of  a book  store,  snack  bar,  bowl- 
ing alley,  and  barber  shop. 

The  second  level  is  to  include 
a reception  desk  and  information 


center.  Also  erected  on  the  floor 
will  be  offices  for  the  student- 
body  officers  and  the  building 
manager,  conference  rooms  and 
accomodations  for  ten  different 
clubs.  In  addition,  the  second 
floor  will  have  a serving  area 
which  will  have  facilities  to  feed 
2,0(X)  people. 

HIGHLIGHTING  the  building 
will  be  a 250-seat  little  theater.  It 
will  be  located  on  the  top  floor, 
thus  providing  an  adequate  set- 
ting for  the  fine  arts  presenta- 
tions. Furthermore,  the  third 
story  will  home  the  student  new- 
paper,  yearbook,  three  bishops’ 
offices,  five  conference  rooms  and 
a browsing  TV  room. 

Time  allowed  for  completion 
will  be  approximately  one  year. 
The  center  should  be  ready  to  use 
in  September  1966.

“TO  ENTICE  YOU  into  letting 
them  in  for  demonstrations,  they 
give  away  free  gifts  which  are 
usually  very  nice.

British  Secretary  Says  , . . 

Need  Change  Of  Heart 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)— British 
Foreign  Secretary  Michael  Stew- 
art said  Tuesday  it  would  require 
“A  considerable  change  of  heart” 
by  Soviet  leaders  before  negotia- 
tions on  Viet  Nam  will  be  poss- 
ible. 

THE  COMMENT  CAME  after 
an  hour  and  a half  meeting  with 
President  Johnson.  * 

In  a brief  news  conference, 
Stewart  made  no  mention  of 
British  uneasiness  over  the  use 
of  non-lethal  gas  in  the  fight 
against  the  Viet  Cong  and  other 
steps  by  the  United  States  and 
South  Viet  Nam  tending  to  step 
up  the  level  of  the  fighting. 

There  was  speculation,  how- 
ever, that  Stewart  had  raised  the 
question  of  the  use  of  tear  gas 
during  a breakfast  meeting  with 
Secretary  of  Defense  Robert  S. 
McNamara. 

Although  neither  American  nor 
British  sources  would  confirrh 
that  this  was  a topic  of  conversa- 
tion, Stewart’s  aides  said  he  re- 
ceived early  Tuesday  a message 
from  a group  of  labor  members 
of  Parliament  expressing  “hor- 
ror and  indignation”  over  the  use 
of  gas. 

THE  SUBJECT  CAME  up  again 
Tuesday  in  the  House  of  Com- 
mons when  Prime  Minister  Har- 
old Wilson  said  Britain  wants  an 
explanation  of  a statement  at- 
tributed to  U.S.  Ambassador  Max- 
well Taylor  in  Saigon  that  the 
United  States  intends  to  wage 
war  without  limit”  in  Viet  Nam. 

Stewart  said  of  his  talks  with 
Johnson,  that  "we  had  a long 
conversation,  discussing  a con- 
siderable range  of  world  prob- 
lems, which  ended  with  a very 
full  understanding  of  each  oth- 
ers views.”  I 


Details  of  his  talks  with  the 
President,  Stewart  said,  “were 
confidential.” 

He  said  he  had  discussed  the 
Viet  Nam  situation  and  Soviet 
Foreign  Minister  Andre  Gromy- 
ko’s recent  London  visit  with 
Secretary  of  State  Dean  Rusk  be- 
fore seeing  Johnson,  but  refused 
further  comment.

Final  Stats  Pick  7 965  Cagers 
Best  Ever  - Records  Shattered 


Labels  are  often  misleading, 
but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the 
bcisketball  season  just  concluded 
by  Brigham  Young  University  has 
got  to  be  labeled  the  best  the 
Cougars  have  ever  had. 

INDIVIDUALLY,  four  players 
shot  50%  or  better  from  the  field, 
and  all  of  the  school’s  offensive 
records  were  re-written. 

John  Fairchild,  the  quiet,  6-8 
center  from  Encinitas,  Calif.,  fin. 
ished  a two-year  career  at  BYU 
by  eclipsing  half  a dozen  records. 

FAIRCHILD  led  the  team  in 
scoring  and  rebounding  for  the 
second  straight  year.  He  worked 
in  602  points,  was  credited  with 
348  rebounds,  and  was  49%  ef- 
fective from  the  floor.  In  a two- 
season  span  he  scored  1,109 
points,  had  678  rebounds,  both 
school  records. 

Four  other  Cougars  came  up 
with  new  school  marks.  Steve 
Kramer,  junior  forward,  set  a 
school  record  with  a .533  shoot- 
ing average:  senior  Bob  Quinney 
set  a new  free  throw  standard 
with  90%  accuracy:  and  Mike 
Gardner  set  a career  mark  at 
BYU  a steady  45%  shooting  per- 
centage for  three  varsity  seasons.
